The stage will display 
“a strong cast of amazing women 
that are all different, coming from 
various backgrounds and experi- 
ences, all coming together with 
pride to spread awareness and 
hope,” promises junior and cast 
member Heather Cook. 

The campus’ presentation is part 
of the V-Day 2005 College 
Campaign, a crusade committed to 
ending violence and oppression of 
women everywhere. Performances 
help promote awareness and raise 
necessary funds for causes within 
the community. All proceeds from 
the SU show go to Salisbury’s Life 
Crisis Center, a shelter, 24-hour 
hotline and counseling center for 
victims of sexual assault, child abuse 
and domestic violence. 

Such atrocities against women can 
truly be staggering. According to 
the Rape, Abuse and_ Incest 
National Network (RAINN), 
“Every 90 seconds, somewhere in 
America, sexually 
assaulted.” Globally, a study. in 
Nigeria, Africa found that “16 per- 
cent of hospital patients treated for 
sexually transmitted infections were 
under five.” (UNFPA) 

Being a part of the show is an 
opportunity for not only the per- 
formers, but also the audience to 
take a stand against such violence. 
“There are a lot of women and girls 
out there who feel that their voice 
cannot be heard so I feel that it js 
my duty to make sure their voices 
get heard,” says Hund. ““The Vagina 
Monologues’ is just one way to 
make sure that that happens.” 

The performance promises to be a 
jaw-dropping experience, even for 
men. Despite the intimidating 
moniker, “it is a very guy friendly 
show,” guarantees Hund. “In fact 
we want as many guys to come as 
possible.”

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Eating Disorder Awareness Week: 


One student shares her experience with Anorexia QUICK FACTS:

“Eating disorders are a silent killer 
and we have a responsibility to edu- 
cate the public and save some lives,” 
says National Eating Disorder 
Association (NEDA) Board 
President Dr. Doug Bunnell. Eating 
disorders affect 70 million people 
worldwide, including 10-15 million 
Americans, and have the highest 
mortality rate of any psychological 
disorder. About 25 
patients suffering from anorexia ner- 
vosa will die as a direct result of the 
disorder.

Time Magazine reports 
that 80 percent of children have 
dieted before reaching the fourth 
grade, and a poll of college women 
in the US shows that 19 percent are 
bulimic. 

The statistics are astounding, yet 
eating disorders often go unrecog- 
nized and undiagnosed in many 
men and women silently suffering 
from the disease. During National 
Eating Disorder Awareness week, 
one Salisbury student shares the 
story of her struggle with anorexia 
with the hope of educating and 
inspiring others. 

SU senior Brittany Tesla has strug 
gled with anorexia since puberty. 
With a background in gymnastics, 
Tesla felt the pressure to lose weight 
at a young age. “In gymnastics there 
is a constant focus on the body,” she 
says. “I thought thinner was always 
prettier.” 

Tesla suffers with anorexia nervosa 
type A, known as restrictive type, 
the severe

whole day revolved around food. I 


and is characterized by 
restriction of caloric intake. 
would weight myself 10 times a day 
expecting to be less each time,” says 
Tesla. 

Tesla describes her experience with 


anorexia as “an addiction.” She 
became addicted to losing weight 
and exercising after a long term rela- 
tionship with her high school sweet- 
heart was ended. During her senior 
year in high school, Tesla dropped to 
a weight of 84 lbs. 

While her parents were in denial, 
Tesla tried to hide the problem from 
her friends. “At first when you lose 
weight you get muscle tone, and | 
thought that when people stared at 
me they were just jealous,” Tesla 
remembers. 

During a “senior week” trip to the 
beach, Tesla shocked everyone when 
she showed herself in a bathing suit. 
Her friends immediately showered 
her with concern, but it wasn’t until 
the summer of 2004 that Tesla 
admitted herself into the hospital to 
get help. “It took me years to self- 
initiate, but I realized that if I didn’t 
do something I was going to die,” 
says Tesla. 

Tesla has experienced many of the 
biological complications associated 
with anorexia. “I could not concen- 
trate in class and suffered with 
depression and anxiety. I passed out 
a lot and my hair started to fall out,” 
says Tesla. She sustained nerve dam- 
age to her feet, and still experiences 
“While 


I was in the hospital, the doctors 


acid reflux disease. She says, 


were concerned that my kidneys 
would fail because I wouldn't drink 
any water.” 

SU Professor of biochemistry Dr. 
Katherine Miller says, “People with 
anorexia are choosing to starve 
themselves. Essentially, the body is 
experiencing starvation conditions.” 
As the body runs out of glucose it 
begins to burn fat for energy. 
Initially, the anorexic is rewarded for 
her behavior with a leaner figure. 

When fat is no longer available,

Why do students who live on campus get to leave their cars parked 
on campus all week? If they had to park them in a lot off campus 
it would leave more room for students who commute? 


There has been much discussion over the years about where resident 
students should be permitted to park. Freshman residents are not 
allowed to register a vehicle to park on campus. If you are a resident 
student with 28 credits or more you are permitted to park on campus. 
The main concerns about having resident students’ park off-campus 
involve personal safety, vehicle security and space. Students who 
would have to park at a remote site at night would not feel as secure 
as they would if they parked on-campus closer to their residence hall. 
Parking vehicles off-campus may make them more susceptible to van- 
dalism and theft. Currently, the University does not have an off- 
campus lot where resident students can park their cars. This issue 
will be revisited when and if a suitable off-campus site is available. 
The security concerns will have to be addressed including lighting, 
fencing, a remote access locking gate, surveillance cameras and safe 
passage by students to and from the site.

“If a student will come and talk to 
ANY healthcare professional it’s bet- 
ter than nothing. Just to have an ear 
to listen is helpful,” says University 
Dietician Kate Cerulli. Ceriulli rec- 
ommends that students seek coun- 
seling and get clinical therapy. “I can

the problem,” comments Cerulli. 
Often those with eating disorders 
are very well informed about nutri- 
tion and diet. “The 
eating disorder is a way to control an

tion education in the world will not 
turn that around until the problem 
is handled.” 

Tesla gives advice to those seeking 
treatment, “Being part of the pro- 
gram at St. Joseph’s Medical Center 
for Eating Disorders in Towson was 
the turning point in my recovery. 
Group therapy was the best for me, 
and I recommend it to anyone suf- 
fering from an eating disorder 
because you are surrounded by peo- 
ple who understand your problems.” 
Tesla is a double major in psycholo- 
gy and social work, and her dream is 
to help others who suffer with eating 
disorders. “I would love to see group 
therapy for eating disorders here at 
SU,” says Tesla. 

Finally, Tesla says, “I see people on 
campus doing all the old tricks I did, 
but I don’t feel it’s my place to go up 
to them. I just want them to know 
that I am here and they can come to 
me if they want to.”

“Aiding and Abetting” 
is full of suspense 
and mystery

“But to me, selling one’s soul to 
the Devil murder. 
Anything less is not worthy of the

designation. You can sell your soul 
to a number of agents, let’s face it, 
but to the Devil there has to be a 
killing or so involved,” wrote 
Muriel Spark in the opening line 
of her “Aiding 
Abetting.” 

This line sets the tone for the 


novel and 


intriguing true tale about a bat- 
tered wife, a murdered nanny in a 
mail sack, a missing British aristo- 
crat suspected of the crimes and a 
psychiatrist with a corrupt past. 

In 1974, the Seventh Earl of 
Lucan, a.k.a. “Lucky” Lucan, dis- 
appeared from British high socie- 
ty, after accidentally mistaking his 
children’s nanny for his wife and 
murdering her, and then brutally 
beating his wife when she learned 
of his nefarious deed. 

Evading counts of murder and 
attempted murder, Lucan 
remained clandestine for so long 
that he was declared to be dead in 
1999. Several years after he is 
declared “officially dead”, two 
men, each claiming to be Lucan, 
appear in the office of psychiatrist 
Dr. Hildegard Wolf, who is strug- 
gling with her own tawdry past. 

A cast of colorful and sometimes 
comedic characters help Wolf in 
finding the real Lucan, if he still 
does exist. 

Although the plot centers 
around Lucky Lucan, who is very 
open about his past, psychiatrist 
Wolf is perhaps the most intrigu- 
ing character, as she attempts to 
deny her illicit affairs from her 


younger years, and tries to pose as 
a “moral guide” of sorts, to the 
two alleged Lucans. 

Wolf quickly finds herself in a 
compromising position as the two 
men, one of them a con artist, one 
of them the true murderer, threat- 
en to expose her past and ruin her 
practice. 

Spark’s witty writing and clever 
dialogue proves enticing from 
page one right through to the final 
word. Her style of writing is such 
that she is able to subtly address 
issues of morality without making 
the readers feel as though they are 
plodding through an introductory 
philosophy text. 

Issues of class, ideritity and per- 
sonal values are all addressed with 


the intellect and skill that fans of 
Spark have come to expect, and 


that new readers can readily appre- 
ciate. Keeping her audience in sus- 
pense until the final twist, Spark’s 
21st novel is a great read.

scrcen blankly, as if a girlfricnd had 


abruptly told me our relationship 
was over. Not knowing whether to 
shed a tear or act like it was just 
another person who died or say, 
“Well, damn,” I did the only thing I 
thought appropriate: I reached for 
my copy of Fear and Loathing in 
Las Vegas and read my favorite pas- 
sages over and over again. 

For those of you who never 
heard of him, Thompson was a 
visionary in the world of journal- 
ism. He was the pioneer of New 
Journalism in the 1960s, or as he 
Journalism,” 
where the writer actually immerses 


called it, “Gonzo 
himself into the story. Michael 
Smith of ESPN.com put it best 
when he said that all young writers 
today owe a debt of gratitude to 
Thompson, because without some- 
one like him, we would not be 
allowed to use the style we do. 

I never came close to mecting or 
talking to Thompson, but | did read 
his work. From his contributions on 
ESPN.com's Page 2 to his classic: 
Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas, he’ 
has inspired and influenced me 
more than almost any other author. 
‘Last November, | covered the ™ 







annual Punkin’ Chunkin’ 
Championships in Millsboro, 
Delaware for this newspaper, 


attempting to emulate his style. 
While fricnds and co-workers said it 
was a solid and humorous article, | 
knew compared to any of his jour- 
neys that it was nothing more than 
a cheap beer sitting next to a bottle 
of expensive rum. 

“Fiction is based on reality unless 
youre a fairy-tale artist,” Thompson 
told the AP in 2003. “You have to 
gct knowledge of life from some- 
where. You have to know the mate- 


rial you're writing about before you 
alter it.” 

Along with his “attorney” (a 300- 
pound Samoan friend), Thompson 
plunged into countless voyages in 
his career head-on and without care 
or fear of consequences, many times | 
intoxicated beyond comprehension. 
Whether his lavish use of drugs was . 
just a part of his persona or not, 
when he wrote, “I hate -to advocate 
drugs, violence or insanity to any- | 
one, but they've always worked for 
me,” you felt there was no reason 
not to believe him. 

While he could be wild and 
somewhat insane at times — and 
quite possibly dangerous to the 
health of everyone within a city 
block of him — he could also be so 
poignant and aware of the life that 
surrounded him that every once ina 
while you could only marvel at his 
brilliance. 

My favorite example of this, and 
the first passage I flipped to after I 
heard of his death, is about him try- 
ing to read the newspaper to assure 
himself that the crimes he commit- 
ted so far in Vegas were meaningless 
compared to what was going on in 
the rest of the world: 

“Or would it? I turned to the 
sports page and saw a small item 
about Muhammad Ali; his casc was 
before the Supreme Court, the final 
appeal. He'd been sentenced to five 
ycars in prison for refusing to kill 
‘slopes.’ 

““T ain't got nothin’ against them 
Vict Congs,’ he said. 

“Five years.”
